Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  upon  matters  affecting 
the  public  health  in  the  District  for  the  year  1955* 

The  population  of  the  District  has  risen  steadily  from  10,590 
in  1947  to  11,780  in  1955*  There  was  a decrease  in  1954,  but  this 
decrease  has  been  practically  recovered  during  1955*  The  present 
figure  of  11,780  is  only  slightly  lower  than  the  record  figure  of 
11,800  for  the  year  1953* 

The  Dirth  Rate  decreased  slightly  over  the  preceding  year,  but 
is  still  a comparatively  high  rate.  There  was  a considerable 
reduction  in  the  number  of  Still  Births  during  the  year,  and  the 
number  of  Illegitimate  births  was  also  reduced.  There  is  still, 
however,  room  for  further  improvement  in  respect  of  these  births. 

The  General  Birth  Rate  showed  a decrease  over  the  preceding 
year,  but  is  still  somewhat  higher  than  the  average  National  Rate, 

The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  number  of  Infant  Deaths,  and  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate. 

There  was  a reduction  in  the  number  of  Cancer  deaths,  and  the 
Cancer  Death  Rate  for  the  District  is  considerably  lower  than  the  Rate 
for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  There  was  no  change  in  the 
number  of  Violent  Deaths  i.e,  - 3.  This  in  a reasonable  figure  for 
the  size  and  nature  of  the  District, 

Apart  from  Measles,  there  was  a low  incidence  of  Infectious 
Diseases.  It  is  seven  years  since  a case  of  Diphtheria  has  occurred. 
In  the  whole  of  Wales  only  one  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  for 
the  year  1955. 

There  was  a very  large  reduction  in  the  number  of  fresh  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year.  Also  only  one  death 
from  this  disease  was  registered.  There  were  no  cases  and  no  deaths 
from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 

The  number  of  satisfactory  milk  samples  reached  the  record 
figure  of  95m  during  the  year.  This  reflects  great  credit  on  all 
connected  with  milk  supply. 

The  quantity  and  quality  of  the  water  supply  continues  to  be 
satisfactory.  Some  difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  summer, 
but  the  conditions  were  exceptional  for  the  District, 

The  Council  has  a very  fine  Housing  record,  which  requires 
little  comment.  The  Section  on  Housing  speaks  for  itself. 

The  Ice  Cream  sampling  scheme  reveals  a gradual  lowering  of 
hygienic  standards  over  the  past  four  years.  Both  producers  and 
retailers  require  more  supervision  and  advice. 
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The  general  state  of  hygiene  and  sanitation  in  the  District 
is  good. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Council  and  the  Officers  for  their  continued  courtesy  and  co- 
operation during  the  year,

Pneumonia. 

Pneumonia  has  a low  degree  of  infectivity.  It  is  usually 
confined  to  elderly  people,  and  is  also  usually  a complication  of 
some  other  ailment. 

Scarlet  Fever  A Erysipelas. 

Both  these  diseases  are  due  to  the  streptococcus  bacillus. 

The  modern  anti-biotic  drugs,  c.g.  penicillin  etc.  are  particularly 
potent  against  the  streptococcus  and  hence  the  diseases  are 
becoming  rare. 


Diphtheria. 

There  has  not  been  a case  of  Diphtheria  in  the  District  for 
seven  years.

Sources  of  Supply 
1 • Frescelly 

The  source  of  the  major  water  supply  to  Milford  Kavon  is 
the  Frescelly  Gathering  Ground  in  Worth  Hast  Pembrokeshire*  The 
water  is  a typical  upland  surface  water,  being  soft  and  rather 
acid.  It  is  impounded  in  a Reservoir  of  160,000,000  gallons 
capacity. 

After  impounding  the  water  passes  through  a modern  filtration 
and  chlorination  plant.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  controlled  by 
routine  sampling,  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  before  and 
after  treatment. 

2.  Thornton 

Springs  in  the  Thornton  Area  (Haverfordwest  R.D.C. ) are 
impounded 'in  the  three  reservoirs  with  a total  effective  capacity 
of  16,000,000  gallons. 

The  water  gravitates  to  a purification  plant  at  Priory,  and 
is  pumped  from  here  to  service  reservoirs  at  the  Meads. 

This  water  is  chiefly  used  for  industrial  purposes,  under 
drought  conditions  or  other  failure  of  the  Frescelly  supply. 

Sampling. 

At  Source  Level 

Routine  samples  are  taken  at  Frescelly,  both  before  and  after 
treatment  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination.  This  is 
arranged  between  the  Engineer  to  the  Prescelly  Water  Board  and 
the  County  Analyst. 

Samples  taken  before  treatment  show  a varying  amount  of 
contamination  which  is  to  be  expected  from  a large  exposed 
gathering  ground.  Samples  after  treatment,  however,  arc 
consistently  satisfactory.

The  unusually  high  percentage  of  unsatisfactory  samples  was 
due  to  the  severe  drought  of  the  summer  of  1955.  The  reserve 
supply  at  Thornton  had  to  be  brought  into  use.  The  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  in  the  interim  period  necessary  to  establish  the 
alternative  supply.  The  water  was  organically  contaminated,  but 
not  with  any  specific  pathogenic  organisms.

Clearance  Areas. 

During  the  year  one  clearance  area  was  declared  and  is  known 
as  the  Milford  Haven  (Dartmouth  Street)  Clearance  Area,  1955.  The 
area  comprises  one  shop  and  dwelling  combined  and  eight  terrace 
houses*  The  Council  decided  to  deal  with  the  area  by  Compulsory 
Purchase  and  propose  to  re-develop  it  by  construction  of  ten  single 
bedroom  flats,  five  two  bedroom  flats,  one  three  bedroom  flat  and 
ten  maisonettes* 

The  owners  have  objected  to  the  clearance  area  on  the  grounds 
that  the  houses  are  not  unfit  for  human  habitation*  A public 
inquiry  is  awaited. 

Over  crowd  in: 

One  hundred  and  fifty-four  families  were  rehoused  by  the 
Council  during  the  year.  Ninety-two  cases  of  overcrowding  were 
relieved  during  the  year  including  sixteen  families  moved  from  two 
bedroom  houses  and  prefabricated  bungalows  and  one  family  moved 
from  a three  bedroom  Council  hous e to  a larger  privately  built 
house  purchased  by  the  Council, 

Little  statutory  overcrowding  exists  in  the  town  but  some 
one  hundred  and  sixteen  cases  of  bedroom  overcrowding  existed  at 
31  at  December,  1955,

Improvement  Grants. 

Twelve  grants  for  improvement  to  houses  were  paid  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1949  (as  amended).  Only  three  of  the  houses 
improved  are  tenanted,  the  remainder  are  occupied  by  the  owners. 
Improvements  took  the  form  of  provision  of  bedrooms,  bathrooms 
and  hot  water  systems,  kitchens,  food  stores,  fuel  stores  and  solid 
fuel  controlled  burning  grates. 

Hons  in a Loans. 

Fifty-nine  loans  were  granted  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949 
for  house  purchases  during  the  year  and  two  loans  were  made  for 
repairs  and  alterations.

Licensed  Premises. 

Thirty-three  licensed  premises  cater  for  the  district. 

The  general  standard  of  cellar  management  is  good  and  toilet 
arrangements  have  been  improved. 

Food  Shops. 

There  are  seventy-five  retail  food  shops  in  the  area 
including  eleven  butchers,  nine  fruit  and  vegetable  shops  and 
ten  shops  which  retail  confectionary  only. 

The  six  multiple  stores  have  adequate  hand  washing 
facilities  and  sanitary  accommodation  for  their  staffs.  The 
majority  of  the  small  retail  shops  are  family  businesses  and 
domestic  sanitary  accommodation  serves  the  shop  as  well. 

Generally  speaking  the  standard  of  food  handling  in  the  district 
is  satisfactory. 

Mineral  Waters. 

The  one  Mineral  Water  Factory  in  the  district  is  known 
as  the  Regent  Mineral  Water  Factory.  It  is  owned  by  Messrs. 

W.  L.  Thomas  & Son  and  is  a corrugated  iron  building  having  a 
concrete  floor.  Water  is  supplied  from  the  town  main  and  the 
manufacturing  plant  was  supplied  by  Messrs.  Barnett  and  Foster. 

The  filler  and  crowning  machine  used  is  capable  of  dealing  with 
eighty  dozen  bottles  per  hour.
